crew and robbed the express car in a 
daring manner. 


While there were thousands ot dol- 


lars in the express car the robber is 
believed to have secured only J110. 
With this he made his escape and is 
believed to bo hiding in the mountains. 
The railroad company put a pack of 
blood' hounds from Chillicothe, Ohio 
Dn his trail and the capture ot the 
desperado Is believed to be almost 
certainty. 


The highwayman who was masked 


and possessed of remarkable coolness 
cowe.l the railroaders completely, the 
only show of resistance being made 
by the conductor, Isaac R. Poffenberger 
one of the oldest men in active ser- 
vice, of the company. When Poffen- 
berger attempted to assert his author- 
ity the highwayman shot him through 
the hand and»fired more shots at him 
as h: ,"iou in the ''-rkness.

Lone Man Master of Situation. 


When the train' was brought to' a. 


standstill on the torpedo signal' 
masked man stepped out of the' bushes 
along the tracks "and covered the en- 
gineer and fireman with a revolver 
The highwayman moved along to the 
baggage car but could not open It.

cabs, were confronted /by, a masked 
man. with two revolvers. "Hands up." 


• Conductor Poffenberger, -of Harrisburg, 


came up and taking in the situation, 
started to run for the • rear of . the 
train.

The robber fired five shots at him, 


one 'taking effect- in the right hand. 
He then ordered

opened threatening to blow; it with 
dynamite if not obeyed. The car was 
opened and at the direction of the rob- 


• ber the money bags were carried to 


the side of the tracks when as much 
money was stacked up as one man 
could carry, the train men were or- 
dered back to their positions and the 
tr»in moved off. 


It is thought about $1,000 was ob- 


tained. Several of the bags contained 
fennies which were found this morn- 
Ing near the scene of the hold up 
Only one man was seen by the train- 
men.

This is accepted as evidence that I

New York, Aug. 31.—That seven, llt- 
le children in St. Malachi's Home for 
children at Rockaway park, L-.

frightened to leave the building, but

order that it was believed until today 
that all the children were out of th« 
building....The search of the. ruins 
for'more bodies was continued today 
in the fear that other children 
been burned.
